Probably Italy’s greatest figure, if not of all time, at 
least of this generation, is not Benito Mussolini, but that of Gabriel 
D'Annunzio. Famed as a scholar and poet, a statesman and poli- 
tician who strode mi et across the footlights in the days of the 
Great War, a man who distinguished himself both’ as a stilor and 
a soldier, it was he who started the present movement now headed’ 
by the Italian dictator. ; .

Under the Dominion-Provincial | 
Training scheme a widely represen- | 
tative committee of people jn edu- 
cational, agricultural, industrial and 
municipal fields was set up and call- 
ed together by the chairman, Dr. F. 
McNally, Deputy Minister of Educa- 
tion, for the purpose of discussing 
the various projects which might be 
undertaken under the grant.
